The de- 
liverance ofa King 1s the-greateſt Fpochain- 
the Chronicle of Gods metcies, andreleeves!

be properly no diftmion of times , yet there 
x of wonders: which moſt prefer themſclues 
to obſeruation, when by a courtcous almigh- 
tincſſe they command vs to retoyce, 'as much 
as to admire, and are indulgentto, our nece(- 
ſary ingratitude, which _ more ypon the 
benefit, then on the wonder.
